Besides a rhinestone tiara, valued 
at $1,000, she won a $35,000 scholarship, and a ruby red 
Chevrolet Corvette. She also expects to earn more than 
$200,000 from speaking engagements. 

Pearl, the elephant, gave birth to a baby boy elephant at 
the St. Louis Zoo. This was the first baby elephant born at 
the zoo. He was named Raja. 

An apartment building in Amsterdam, Netherlands was 
struck by an El Al Israel Airlines cargo jet on Sunday, Octo- 
ber 3 after repeated efforts by the pilot to get the jet back 
safely to the Schiphol Airport. 

Stefan Edberg won his second U.S. Open Tennis Tourna- 
ment on September ranking him No. 1 and making him 
$500,000 richer. 

Monica Seles also won her second straight U.S. Open wom- 
ens' single title in September. 

Hurricane Iniki hit the Hawaiian Islands on September 11 
with winds gusting to 160 mph and torrential rain.

Brett Hull shot a puck at the Kiel Auditorium to begin the 
destruction of the downtown structure on December 14, 
1992. 

Murphy Brown had a baby and was not married.

6. Escorted by more than 1,000 
private boats, replicas of 
Christopher Columbus’ ships ar- 
rived in the USA on February 15, 
1992 as part of the 500th anniver- 
sary celebration of his voyage to 
the New World. The Nina, Pinta, 
and Santa Maria sailed to 20 U.S. 
cities where more than 5000 peo- 
ple cheered from the docks and 
waterfronts. Pictured is the Nina 
sailing by the Statue of Liberty. 
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1. Hurricane Iniki dealt a direct blow 
to Kauai, one of the Hawaiian Islands, 
on September 11, 1992, with gusting 
winds to 160 mph. Twenty-foot waves 
crashed over coastal highways and the 
island lost all power and telephone 
service even before the worst of the 
storm hit. Oahu, the state's most popu- 
lated island with 600,000 people, is 
separated from Kauai by an 60-mile- 
wide channel and was spared the 
brunt of the storm. Iniki was the most 
powerful hurricane in the Hawaiian 
Islands this century. 

2, 3, 4, 5. Hurricane Andrew struck 
southern Florida on August 24, 1992, 
with wind gusting to 164 mph and a 
12-foot tidal surge that flattened many 
homes, uprooted trees, flung boats into 
the streets and wrecked an entire Air 
Force Dose. The hurricane continued 
on, carving its way through the planta- 
tion country of Louisiana, throwing tor- 
nadoes like darts at a 100-mile-wide 
target and pumping torrents of rain at 
storm-weary Louisianians. The hurri- 
cane rampaged for 54 hours making it 
the most expensive natural disaster 
ever in the country, costing an esti- 
mated $20 billion in Florida, $ 1.5 bil- 
lion in Louisiana, and $ 250 million in 
the Bahamas. Tent cities were set up in 
Florida with room for 3,800 people. 

6. Political persecution by the mili- 
tary or desperate poverty, as the Bush 
administration suggests, caused Hai- 
tians to flee their homeland and seek 
asylum in the United States. Initially, the 
Bush administration accepted the refu- 
gees at the U.S. naval base at Guanta- 
namo Bay, Cuba, and heard their re- 
quest for asylum. About 27,000 were 
denied asylum and returned to Haiti. 
On May 27, President Bush decided 
that Coast Guard cutters would inter- 
cept the Haitians at sea and immedi- 
ately return them to their country. Law- 
yers representing the Haitians filed a 
lawsuit to challenge the policy while 
boat traffic from Haiti virtually stopped. 

7. Two earthquakes hit southern Cal- 
ifornia on June 28, 1992. The first 
quake, which registered 7.4 on the 
Richter scale, radiated out from a re- 
mote stretch of the Mojave Desert and 
was felt as far as 600 miles away in 
Denver. The second quake, about three 
hours later, was centered in the San 
Bernardino Mountains, about 20 miles 
west of the first tremor. It was meas- 
ured at 6.5.

LET'S TALK ABOUT MONEY 


Economics is on interesting course token by seniors in which they study production, distribution and consumption 
of commodities, and the Law of Supply and Demand. Mr. Ashmore, economics and consumer home management 
teacher, also informs students about different investments that can be mode with income. 

Aside from the book work, the course involves different projects. The project that seems to be the most popular 
is the computer stock gome. In this game students get together to form "stock dubs . " They then hove the opportunity 
to practice different investment skills. During this game, which last several weeks, the students ore allowed to trade 
stock ot any time. Every week a computer print out, which shows where each ream is placed on the regional gome, 
is sent to Mr. Ashmore.

The stock market project helps many students to determine if they ore the type to take risks. Some students really 
enjoyed buying and selling stocks competitively, while others prefer not to take risks. 

Other projects include check-writing exercise, a research paper (accelerated dosses only), and on advertising 
campaign exercise.

Instead, they choose to participate 
in rhe Presidential Mock Nomination Convention. Srudenrs signed up for this event with their social studies teacher to be either 
a store delegate or o state chairperson. 

Dy 3:30 oil of rhe srudenrs hod assembled in rhe cafeteria and rhe convention chairman, Derrick Kingsley, colled rhe 
convention to order. Carrie Heck then led rhe delegates in our notional anthem. 

The Republican Convention hod begun. Roy Smith delivered rhe republican keynote address ond Gerald Slattery read 
rhe republican party platform which stores rhe beliefs of rhe republican party.
